1. What was / has been your occupation before entering politics? 


I am the founder and president of Justina McCaffrey Haute Couture, specializing in wedding gowns 
which were manufactured in my own factory in Gatineau. 

2. Do you live in the riding and, if so, how long has it been your home? 

I am a proud resident of Kanata-Carleton and have lived in the riding for several years. I 
currently live in Arcadia. 

3 . What has been your main involvement with your community outside of work (volunteer 
activities, etc.)? 

I have been involved with Conservative politics for a number of years, and also regularly contributed to 
local publications like, Huffington Post and Convivium Magazine. 

4. In your life what event, or book, or speech, or song or even TV show has made the biggest 
impression on you and your political thinking? Why? 

The Trudeau Liberal's assault on small businesses moved me deeply. I have always been a 
Conservative and involved in grass roots politics, but the blatant disrespect of calling small
